The first question that should be 
asked as to any schedule in the tariff 


"Will the American people ac- 


cept it?" 


A pointed admonition comes from 


Isador Straus, an ex-congresaman and 
one of the leading merchants of the 
firm of K H. Macy & Go,, New York 
Speaking of the. pew tariff as pre- 
pared by the committee, Mr. Stratm 
says: 


"The woolen schedule will advance 


every article that the poor man needs 
from 25 to 33 per cent., and, with 
the extra rate on wool, the tempta- 
tion to use shoddy and other substi- 
tutes will deprive the only peopk 
who need it most of woolen clothing 
in the honest sense of the word." 


In the foregoing brief paragraph 


containing but a single sentence, 
Mr. Straus tells the whole story of 
the -fleet of a high tax on wool and 
nearly doubling the tax on woolens, 
which are worn by all classes and 
conditions and in every clime of the 
country. These woolens are a prime 
necessity. There is not a man. wo 
man or child In the United States 
who is not a consumer of them, ^and 
the tariff that shall increase the cost 
of these nscsssaries of life to the ex- 
tent of from 25 to 33 per cent, can 
be sustained only hy carrying with 
it a large and universal increase in 
the pay of the wage earners of the 
land. 


The McKSnley bill failed w pro- 


tect the wool producers because the 
woolen manufacturers were driven to 
the greatly enlarged use of shoddy, 
and the consumers paid cheaper rates 
for clothing that was not worth even 
the cheapened value for the quality 
The wool growers were defrauded, 
and the consumers of woolens were 
defrauded, by the high taxes on woo 
and woolens under the McKinley bill, 
and will not history repeat itself i! 
that schedule of the McKinley bill 
shall be re-enacted? 


The manufacturers of the country 


should look the facts relating to the 
tariff squarely in the face.

Creighton says, *'Spoons must 
have beeu :i very ancient invention, for 
a Suxon spoon of perforated silver gilt, 
oraamc-nted with gems, was found in a 
grave at Sarre, Xhanet." 


\?hen -forks were unknown, spoons 


played a very irdportan't part at the ta- 
ble. Spoons of the thirteenth century, 
aad even later, had Jjandles terminat- 
ing in a knob, knot, acorn or other odd 
and cumbersome devices. About this 
period of the restoration, of which so 
much is «ad in English history, a great 
chtngo was ciadu iu the forms, of 
spoons. Iu i=oiae of the unique patterns 
the '"spoon" part was divided into two, 
tlirec and even four parts, ;md the huu- 
dle always »-plit or twisted aud turned 
up instead'of down and back. Spoons 
of that period weire all blunt, instead of 
being pointed as in tlie forms generally 
seen at- present. They continued short 
and blnar, do-^n to the time of George 
I, whcii they •were lirst mado poini.C"d 
and had this handles tarnsii uov,'n in- 
stead of «p. 


About the year 1500 what were 


known as "apostle spoons" wore intro- 
duced. They were so called because 
they had the figures of the 12 apostles 
carved upon their handles. They wen? 
generally given by sponsors to children 
at their time of baptism. Tho wealthy 
presented the entire IS, those who could 
not afford to indulge ia such extrava- 
gance giving one or more, according as 
they felt able. 


The most curious aud remarkable 


spoon in the world perhaps ia a '' coro- 
nation spoon," preserved aiaong the 
other royal relics in the tower of Lon- 
don. 
The bowl is of gold and the ban- 


dls of silver. The handle is split down 
the middle and sec with all kinds of 
precious stones. The relic is valued at 
about £20,000, or upward of $100,000.

The invention of a simple and inex- 


pensive device for accelerating the speed 
of ships and preventing barnacles and 
corrosion has recently been brought to 
the attention of the chief of construc- 
tion aad other officials of the navy de- 
partment in Washington, with the re- 
sult that Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy McAdoo has appointed Chief En- 
gineer George Cowie, Jr., U. 8. N., 
stationed at ihe He-sv York navy yard, 
a commissioner to witness a test of the 
idea on. a large scale and report on it to 
the department. 


The iriTention consists of a mechanism 


which envelops the submerged portion, 
of a ship -with a film of oil, thus reduc- 
icg friction and overcoming to a largo 
degree the resistance of tho water. 
| A series of' iron fliuiges are fastened 
along the bottom and sides of the ship 
below' the water lino, in which are in- 
serted sheets of woven wire netting, 
lathing or sheet iron, covered with an 
absorbent composition saturated with 
oil. The flanges have a semicircular 
covering on top, below which runs 
finely perforated pipe., which ejects 
fine spray of oil against the inside of 
'the flange and oa to the sheets, from 
which it spreads downward. 


The oil is act carried away by th* 


water, but, through capillary attraction, 
is .spread, thus keeping the ship's lull] 
greased without any waste of oil. It- is 
said that the composition is a porfeet 
carrier of oil tinder tho. surface of Hit 
water, a feature which has never before 
?x-en achieved and which will make oil 
perform lieiow the wr.tfr lino the same 
service that it does in quelling a rough

to the east. It is a pleasant 20 min- 
utes' drive over a good dirt road, 
through a poor but interesting coun- 
try-The original Lincoln cabin had 
been iom cuAvn and the materials 
hud been moved away, as stated, by 
a man narncd Toni Davenport, \vlio 
used tho logs in his own house. 


Mr. A. W. Dennett, a New York 


gentleman, not long ago bought tho 
Davenport Louse, recovered the logs, 
and after much difficulty restored 
the cabin exactly as it was origi- 
nally, using the very sumo titulars, 
door, window and frames. It oet-u- 
pies the former site and is in much 
the rumt) condition as it was vvlicn 
the Lincoln^ left it. The cabin is 13 
fcc-t long, Iti feet wide and about 1- 
1'eet high, counting from tlie floor 
to the ridgepole. There is only one 
door arid one window—the latter an 
opening 20 inches square. 


A large open fireplace, built in 


the most primitive way, occupies 
nearly the whole of one end of tlio 
cabin. The chimney is made of 
email logs, placed together just as 
log houses are built. Inside of it 
fiat stones placed on the ground 
m;»;le tlio hearth, ami wide Hat 
stones placed against the log--; kept 
the firo within bounds and protect- 
ed the wooden chimney. Theiiisude, 
from the hearthstones to the top of 
the chimney, was thickly datibw] 
with clay. The chimney reaches on- 
ly half way to the roof of the aousc. 
and is rounded off with small sticks. 
This simple fireplace furnished most 
of the light, all of the hrat and the 
solo means for cooking the meals 
for the family. 


Tlio cabin <lid not have even a 


loft, or second story, as have un^t 
cabins. It was Imilt by Thomas Lin- 
coln, father of tlio president, some 
time about iSU-1 or 1805 and was en- 
tirely constructed with an ax and 
saw, tho simple tools of tho pio- 
neers. The clapboard roof was an- 
d.iored down by small logs laid 
lengthwise 011 top of the rows of oak 
boards. There were no nails or bard- 
ware. The door binges were of wood, 
and the panele^s windows had an 
inside board shutter held in place 
by rawhide 'thongs. There were 
chinks and mud between tho logs, 
and the ivaneheoii lioor was pegged 
down. It is probable that after Abra- 
ham Lincoln's grandfather \vjis kill- 
ed by the Indians ut Long llun meet- 
ing bouse, in Jefferson t-ounty, Ky.,

plains resembles the fox somewhat, 


is taller and longer than Rey- 


naxd, having, the same bushy tail. 
Tho thing that first comes into one's 
mir.d at sight of a swift is the fact 
that the animal is constructed espe- 
cially for the purpose of running, 
and that nothing lias been omitted 
from its make up that would en- 
haTice its-ability to cover distance.. 


The second swift I saw, as well as 


the first, was running .when I first 
saw him and engaged in the same 
business when I last beheld him. 


Thousands of cowboys and raneh- 


KiC'n on the plains will bear testimo- 
ny to the fact that the swift can 
outrun the fleetest horsa. I saw a 
young Kentuekian who hud chased 
a swift on.a thoroughbred from the 
blr-e grass country. He said of the 
chase: 


"When I started, I thought I was 


chasing a young wolf, but before 
the chase ended I concluded that I 
was on the track of a streak of light- 
ning that had taken on the form of 
a wolf to test the speed of my 
horse." 


"Did you catch the swift S" I ask- 


ed. 


"I did not stay within sight of it 


for more than three minutes," was 
tli« reply —Frank Andrews in St.

During the heavy rain and electric 


stotm which prevailed over the city 
between the hours of 6 and 6 o'clock 
this morning, W. B. Jones and W. L. 
Mott, both employes at the L. E. & 
W. freight bouse, 
were knocked 


senseless by a bolt of lightning. The 
latter was severely shocked and slight- 
ly burned and bruised, and recovered 
consciousness within a short time 
after the 
accident occurred, but 


Joces was almost killed by the terri- 
ble shock, and those who lifted him 
from the sidewalk where he was 
stricken down, thought be was dead. 


Jones end Mott, who are neighbors 


as well as fellow workmen, were on 
their way to 
their 
work, and 


each 
carried 
a 
dinner 
pal! 


and an umbrella, as it was pouring 
down rain when they left home. 
They were walkidg toward Market 
street on the east side of Pine and 
were at a point about two hundred 
feet north cf the Pine street bridge 
when the accident occurred. A fierce 
bolt cf lightning darted across the 
street and seemed to part above 
their heads. Samuel Hoover, a car 
penter who lives at 420 south Pine 
street, was also walking northward 
on the west side of the same str 
and was directly opposite Jones and 
Mott. He states that there was

which was followed instantly by a 
deafening crash. Mr. Hoover was 
blinded for a moment by the flash 
and half dazed by the 
terrifflc

from) 


the, shock 
he 
bad 
received, 


he looked across the street and saw j 
both Jones and Mott lying face down- 
wards upon the brick sidewalk. He j 
hastened to them and found Mott 
moaning and trying to move, but! 
Jones was motionless and apparently 
dead. 


Mr. Hoover summoned assistance 


and the two unconscious men were 
carried across the street and laid 
upon the floor of a pareh in front 
of a dwelling house and Grosjean's 
ambulance was ordered by telephone. 
When some of the crowd of people, 
wtio had congregated about the scene 
of the accident went to gather up 
the nnfortnate men's dinner pails and 
umbrellas they found Jones' hat, or 
rather what was left of it, for it bad 
evidently been struck by the . full 
force of the bolt of lightning and was 
torn and scorched to fragments.

arrived, Mott had recovered some- 
what and his condition was not con- 
sidered dangerous, but Jones was 
still utterly unconscious and showed

The conference last Saturday of 


General Manager Waldo, General 
Solicitor E. D. Marshall and Super- 
intendent C. H. Cory, at the C., H.

They also as- 
sured tbe trustees that the company's 
principal repair shops would be at 
Lima. The successful maintenance 
of a road necessarily required that 
small repair shops should be located 
at different points along the line. 
These, 
however, would be minor 


shops, employing only a few men and 
the main shops would be at Lima. 
The company desired to have their 
shops concentrated at oneplacs, os by 
this their work could be cheaper and 
more satisfactorily accomplished.
